Her friend replies: ‘‘You can have your 
neuralgia in my box just ag well, as 
anywhere else.’’ In that spirit France 
has. accepted the war. The-neuralgiu 
may hurt, but.she does not take-to. her 
‘bed and groan; she smiles cheerfully 
and courageously and goes about’ her) 
duties—éven sits in her box at the opera. 

Highlanders Excite No Curiosity. 

As we approached the front—which 
now is a French word—this was even 
more evident thar in Paris, where signs 
of war are all but invisible. Outside of 
Amiens we met a regiment of Scots with

English Now “ Paying Guests.” 
The English ally has ceased to be a 
stranger: and is. a paying guest in the 
towns and villages of Artois. The shop 
windows are dressed chiefly for him. 
The names.of the towns are Flemish; 
the’ names of the streets are Flemish; 
the names over the shops are Flemish; 
but the goods for sale are marmalade, 
tinned. kippers, The Daily Mail. and the 
Pink 'Un. 

“Is it your people ,who are selling 
those things?” I asked an English of- 
ficer.

Now they 
are. briskly at work. They are working 
in the fields, in the vegetable gardens, 
helping the Territorials mend the roads. 
On every side of them were the evi- 
dences° of war—in “the fields. abandoned 
trenches, barbed wire. entanglements, 
shelters for fodder and ammunition, 
hangars for repairing. aeroplanes,’ vast 
slaughter houses, parks of artillery;-and 
on the roads ° endless. lines of lorries, 
hooded “ambulances, marching soldiers. 

To us those were-of vivid interest, but 
te the French*peasant they are in thé 
routiné of his existence. After a year of 
it war neither greatly distresses nor 
greatly interests him.

The-First Sign of War. ‘ 

We had- made a bet’as to\which would 
see the first sign of real war, and the

Absolved of Blame by London Times. 


LONDON, Tuesday, Nov. 16.—The per- 
sonal triumph in Commons yesterday of 
Spencer Churchill and his unexpected 
revelations, had a somewhat dismaying 
effect. upon those editorial writers of 
London morning papers. who - for 
months had been -assuming that Mr.

NIGHTMARE RIDE To HURLUS 


in Pouring Rain,. Trying ‘to Find 
Ways Round Shell-Holes, -and 
’ Pushing Car Out of Gutter...

The experiences of a number of Amer- | ™2” 
icans who-were in the midst of the great 
battle of Champagne last month, when 
the French made their notable adyance 
against the Germans, are related in a 
letter from Richard Norton, the organ- 
izer and commander of the American 
Motor Ambulance Corps, now made pub- 
lic. 

r One point that is disclosed in Mr. Nor- 
ton’s narrative is ‘the fact that gas ap- 
paratus. which was :captured from the 
Germans in the battle of Champagne was 
dated as far back-as 1908, ** thus show- 
ing,”’ he says, ‘‘ that séven years ago the 
Germans had decided to fight with gas."’ 

The letter is dated at La Croix, Cham-’ 
pagne, Oct. 14, and ig addressed to Eliot 
Norton, his brother, in New York., He 
points out that it is just a year since the 
corps came into being, and that it has 
grown until it*now includes some sixty 
motor ambulances, to ‘which. the ‘St. 
John’s Ambulance Corps and the Red 
Cross Societies render any assistance 
that is requested. 

‘‘The French authorities have intrust- 
ed us with the whole amobulance ‘service 
of the Eleventh Army Corps,”’ says Mr. 
Norton, and, briefly reviewing the year’s 
work, hé adds that the American ‘corps 
has carried nearly 28,000 cases, and that 
from the 25th of September to the 9th of 
October the American’ cars relieved the 
sufferings of over 6,000 individuals. 

Beginning his account of the battle of 
Champagne, he says: 

*“* For some weeks before the battle be- 
gan we knew from all sorts of evidence 
that a big movement was on foot. The 
movements: of troops: by night and day, 
the great numbers of aeroplanes and cap- 
tive balloons, and general rumor: all 
pointed to this. It was not, however, 
until we were sent from the region of 
Amiens to this district that we knew 
where the attack was to be made. And 
it was not until we had been some three 
weeks stationed within a few miles of the 
line here that we had any inkling as to 
éxactly when or at exactly what sputs 
the blow would be. delivered: 

** When, however, we ‘were sent’ for- 
ward, our base became’ the Vilage of 
La Croix, where two.large hospitals had 
been erected. Seven of the ambulances 
were stationed here,* two others at 
Somme Tourbe, five at La Salle, and 
finally two groups.were sent to. the 
wi where we camped out in tents 
and dugouts and carried the wounded; 
of the Twenty-first and Twenty-second 
Divisions from Trenches Nos. 7 and 5, 
which: had been dug for. the purpose of 
bringing them out of the firing line. 

“It was on the 24th that we re- 
ceived final orders td move up to the 
lines and to station our cars at the field 
hospitals and the trenches.’ We sorted 
out the cars and men according to their 
various capacities, I. took one group 
on the night of the 24th up to, the lines. 
The other trench group was in charge of 
Messrs, J.. B. pion ge and J. H. 
Phelps. 


Country Packed with. rebin:. 


I can, scarcely find any word to suggést 
a. picture of. how packed it was ..with 
troops and munition trains. There was 
every’ sort and description. On the roll- 
ing land, over which the trenches, cut 
in through the chalk soil, ran like great 
white snakes, the batteries’ of .every 
sized gun were innumerable. I. cannot 
tell you how many guns’ there: were,’ but 
in. a radius.of half a mile from where 
my ambulance stood the first’ night 
there were at least a dozen batteries of 
various: calibres, and they ~ were’ no 
thicker theré than anywhere else. - We 
tried to sleep, on the stretchers for an 
hour or twe béfore-dawn of the 25th, but 
when you have a battery of 150s cough- 
ing uninterruptedly within less than 100 
yards of where you are: resting, to say 
nothing of other guns to right. and to.left 
of Bin ta one’s repose is decidedly synco- 
pa 

“t ‘On the morning of the 25th: the can- 
nonade slackened, and we knew after- 
ward that the three previous days’. work 
had battered the German Hnes into a 
shapeless mass ,and that the French in- 
fantry had made good the chance they 
had been patiently waiting for all Sum- 
mer of proving ‘to the world thetr ability 
to beat the Germans. 

“We are in no position to tell. what 
troops did the best work, but every: one 
knows that the Colonials under General 
Marchand . did apa, as. did the 
Eleventh Corps, which was. alongside 
them. Only’ three or four incidents of 
the twelve hard days’ work stand out 
clearly in.-my mind. The rest is but a 
hazy memory of indistinguishable nights 
and days. cold and.rain,- ‘long rows ‘of

KIEL TO MEDITERRANEAN. 


Rome Says Germans Shipped: Aus- 
trian Submarines in Sections. 


ROME, Nov. 14.—Rome newspapers 
say that the Austrian submarines now 
active in the Mediterranean were 
shipped in pieces from Kiel, Germany, 
to Trieste, accompanied -by ‘German me- 
chanics and naval officers.

The shells fell so close 
that the American ambulance men took 
refuge ina dugout, the entrance of 
which was filled with dirt and splinters 
from various explosions. A horse ambu- 
lance near by them was blown up, and 
finally the Germans brought their gas 
shells into play. ‘“ We fixed masks on 
the woundéd and on ourselves,’’ writes 
Mr.-Norton, ‘and after about two hours 
the Germans let up and we were able to 
take a long breath and express our feel- 
ings of the man who invented this met 
way of fighting. ‘Nobody was really 
any the worse for the experience, thougn 
our throats cand eyes troubled us for a 
day or. two.” 

In’ the notice given out by the French | 
authorities of the guns and arms ammu- 
nition captured from the Germans no 
mention has been made of certain gas 
machines that were taken.

hese were of two sorts—one for the 
production of gas, the other to counter- 
act its effects.. The latter were rather 
selaborate and heavy but very effective 
instruments, ‘consisting of two main 
ane to slip over the head, protect- 
= the eyes and. clipping the nose; the 
other an arrangement of bags and bot- 
tles containing oxygen, which the 
wearer inhaled through a tube held in 
the mouth. There were several forms of 
these apparatus, but the most interest- 
ing point to note about them is that one 
had stamped upon it the words, ‘ Type of 
1914—-developed from type of 1 devel- 
oped from type of, 1908,’ thus showing 
that seven years ago the ,Germans had 
décided to fight with gas.’

HELPS FRENCH OF ORPHANS. 


Mrs. Warren Says: There Are 500,- 
000 ‘Belgian Refugees in France. 


Mrs. Whitney Warren, wife of the 
New), York architect, arrived yesterday 
on the French liner Espagne, ‘after a 
six weeks" trip to France, where she 
has been investigating the work ofthe 
Secours Nationale, which she represents 
in this country, and the needs for the 
‘Winter of the widows and orphans of 
the soldicrs of: France. 

“The Secours Nationale,” Mrs. War-, 
ren. said,. ‘‘ has nothing to do with the 
soldiers who. are fighting. It deals en- 
tirely with the -widows, orphans, and old 
people left destitute by the war, and 
with the Belgian refugees. At the pres- 
ent time, it is estimated, there are 
100,000. orphans of the war in France 
and 500,000 Belgian refugees to be taken 
care of during the Winter. At Nancy 1 
saw a barracks where. the Secours Na- 
tionale is taking care of 2,000 orphans, 
and expects to have 6,000 under its -care 
there by Christmas. 

In addition to the. war orphans and 
Belgian refugees, Mrs. -Warren said, 
were thousands of widows and old peo- 
plé to. be taken care of, and to do this 
a@ great deal of money would be needed. 
Mr. Warren will return to New York 
in about two weeks, she said. 

Another passenger on the Espagne 
was William Lindley, who took his own 
car to Paris in June and worked as an 
ambulance driver. for the American 
Hospital and for Miss Winifred Holt’s 
Home for Blind Soldiers in Paris. He 
said the’ French Government had given 
Miss aed a house which had been oc- 
cupied by a German Princess before the 
war and afterward seized.

,. Most of the implements and methods 


of modern war were shown on a small 
scale, but with realism, at the opening 
of the military tournament in Madison 
Square Garden last night. All through 
the evening the Garden was filled with 
the smoke and roar of field guns, one- 
pounders, machine guns of several types, 
And rifles, 

One of the most interesting of the re- 
productions on a reduced field was the 
shelling of a town-hidden from the men 
actually manning the artillery, The four 
guns.of Battery HD of the Second Field 
Artilley of the New York National 
Guatd were.planted at the west end of 
the Garden. At the east end. was a@ 
miniature town with four toy houses and 
@. small bridge. All of this was visible 
to the large audience in the stands, but 
was hidden by artificial trees from the 
gunners. The battery was commanded 
by Captain John J. Stephens, Jr. 

In the southern ‘side of the grand- 
stand an officer was seated command- 
ang a view of both the battery and the 
town to be shelled; with a telephone at 
his elbow and the country within range 
plotted gut before him. He made actual 
use of the triangulating instruments re- 
quired for finding ranges, reported ‘to 
the gunners at the batteries how to 
point. their guns, and corrected them 
after each shot until the projectiles be- 
gan to strike the houses and the bridge 
under bombardment. 

Miniature Town Shelled. 

The projectiles were magnesium pel- 
lets,:- which were fired from a small gun 
in the inside of the barrels of the four 
three-inch guns of the battery. The 
first shots landed high’ or to the side, 
but a few quick calculations by the 
range-finding officers corrected this and 
within a few minutes the magnesium 
balls began to strike with explosions 
which destroyed the bridge and three of 
the four housés. 

The next exhibition was the building 
of a bridge by the Twenty-second 
Corps. of Engineers, N. G. N. Y., under 
Captain Charles J. Dieges and Captain 
Harold . Woodward. The. engineers 
ran into the arena. with light beams 
pegnkee and ropes, and in no time ha 

bridge ‘across the field. Its strength 
wae tested by a Bqnacree of cavalry, 
who rode. over it. without more t 
making it vibrate. 

The .engineers discovered that infantry 
on. thé other side of the garden was 
trying to cross on their bridge. Battery 
B of the Field Artillery got into action 
and began a _ heavy shelling of the 
enemy, and infantry got into action on 
both sides. Under eavy fire engineers 
ran out and placed small explosive 
bombs at nay, positions along the 
bridge, ran bac and a few seconds 
later their bombs exploded and the 
beiaee lay flattened out upon the floor.

Governor Whitman’s secretary, Wm. 
_ A. Orr, ‘sérved on Chairman McCall of 
the’ Public Service Commission yéster- 
day.'the charges formulated by the 
Thompson Legislative Committee, ask- 
ing for his removal. Governor Whit- 
" man gives him until Nov. 30 to answer. 

Expert accountants employed by the 
committee brought out the fact that Mr. 
“MeCall ownéd 85 more shares of stock 


of'the Kings Céunty Electric Light and 
_ Power Company than the 387 shares he 
testified to. having owned. , 
f The books of Mr. McCall's brokers, 
who are now out of business, EH. R. 
Chapman & Co., were turned over to 
Perley, Morse & Co., public. account- 
ants, of 61 Broadway, and the acqui- 
sition of the additional 85 shares of 
stock by McCall were revealed. A miss- 
ing ledger, to which the McCall account 
was carried forward in 1907, is being 
sought. 

The books also showed that when Mc- 
Call opened his account ‘with Chapman 
& Co. in 1902 he owned 200 shares of 
United States Rubber common and 200 
shares of Pacific Mail. In 1904 McCall 
sold these shares at a lqos, but imme- 
diately invested in 200 shares of North- 
ern. Securities and sold them the _* 
year at a profit of $11,521. 

McCall Served With Charges. 


William A. Orr, secretary to Governor 
Whitman, arrived in the city at 3:45 
o clock yesterday afternoon and imme- 
diately called up the Public Service 
Commission on the telephone. Secre- 
tary Travis H. Whitney told him the 
Chairman was at a hearing, and Secre- 
tary Orr replied that he would ;come 
down immediately. Secretary Whitney, 
however, was in error, as the Chairman 
had ended the hearing and had started 
uptown. 

When Secretary Orr arrived at the 
Offices of the commission in ‘the ‘Tribune 
Building he could not find Mr. McCall, 
and there was much telephoning before 
Mr. Orr could locate him at his home, 
821 West Eighty-sixth Street. Mr. Orr 
went immediately to.Chairman McCall's 
house and served a copy of the charges 
ad the summons upon. him. The 
@harges * have. been. already published. 

@ summons read: 

mie You aré hereby notified that charges 
have. been preferred against you and 
that your removal from office as a 
Public Service Commissioner “for the 
First District has been asked by the 
joint committee of the Senate and As- 
sembly appointed to investigate the Pub- 
lie Service Commissions of the State of 
New York. 

‘“‘A copy of such charges is herewith 
@erved upon you, 

*“*I hereby fix the 30th day of No- 
vember, 1915, at noon as the date on 
or before which your answer to said 
charges shall be filed with me; and you 
are further notified that on said 30th 
day of November, 1915, or on such later 
day or days as may be appointed by 
me, you will be afforded an opportunity 
of being publicly heard in your defense.”’ 

Chairman McCall accepted the papers 
without comment, and said he would 
give them his immediate attention. 


To Subpoena Electric Co.’s Books. 


The Thompson Committee will meet 
today and look over the report of Per- 
ley Morse & Co. regarding the néw Mc- 
Call stock unearthed by them. Just 
what has become of the new eighty-five 
shares of Kings County Electric Light 
and Power Company stock the account- 
ants said they had been unable to trace. 

“The record shows that McCall acyuired 
them on March 1, 1907, one month after 
the date he said he turned over 387 
shares of the same stock. to Andrew 

Freedman: as collateral security for a 
foan. They were carried for McCall un- 
til Dec. 27, 1907, when-they were deliv- 
ered to the brokerage’ firm of Water- 
fan, Anthony & Co., which firm has 
since gone out of business. 

In that time they were carried along 
on the brokers’ books at $8,500 without 
any deposit of margin.. The Thompson 
Committee would like to know what 
became ‘of these additional 85 shares 
and it will subpoena the books of the 
Kings County Company to find out. So 
far as is known they were carried in 
Mr. McCall’s own name, although, ac- 
cording to his testimony, he transferred 
the other 387 shares of the same stock 
to his wife, just before he became Pub- 
lic Service Commissioner. 

In his report to the Thompson Com- 
mittee Perley Morse, the public ac- 
countant, submitted a transcript of Mr. 
McCall's account in E..R. Chapman &

Dr. WASHINGTON -Was:a man of ex- 
traordinary native talent which, con- 
sidering the quality and extent of his 
achievement and its relation to the 
highest interests of the Republic, may 
well be called genius. ‘Taken in con- 
nection with his character, the ‘lofti- 
ness and scope of his moral purposes, 
the complexity of his task, and the 
obstacies he had to overcome, his ca- 
reer is one of the most remarkable 
that our history affords. Itis doubt- 
ful ff any American, within the Tésty 
years of his active life, has rendered 
to the nation service of greater.or 
more lgsting value than his. 

The mere story of his personal life’ 
like a romance in its striking con- 
trasts: Born’ in slavery, he became 
the administrator. of one of the most 


the country, with -property and en- 
dowments of two millions, with grad- 

uates numbering thousands in all 
parts of the South;- and of this enter- 
prise he was the chief builder, Espé- 
cially he determined the alm to which 
it should be devoted, the principle by- 
which it was.guided. The aim was to 
train the negro race in industry. The 
principle. was that honest and effi- 
cient labor was the sole basis, not 


race, but for friendly and mutually’ 
helpful relations between the négroes 
and the whites. This fundamental 
idea he urged on every possible occa 
sion, with rare cogehcy and persua- 
siveness to both races, while-he strove 
year in and year out, with exhaustless 
patience and with unflagging zeal and 
energy, to make Tuskegee @ compel- 
ling example of the soundness and the 
fertility of the idea. It was-his desire 
that every student who came under 
the influence of Tuskegee, young man 
or young woman,- should. go out 
among their people and spread that 
influence through their own lives and 
their teaching. 

The formation of such an ideals in 
the. circumstances in which ‘it was 
conceived, its embodiment to the ex- 
tent and-in the way developed at Tus- 
kegee, required first a powerful and 
penetrating imagination such as is 
possessed only by the greatest of lead- 
ers, It required also a very rare abil- 
‘ity im organization and a steadfast- 
ness of purpose, @ strength of will 


unusual degree. These Dr. Wasuine- 
Tox possessed. He had besides the 
gift of -persuasion and inspiration, 
both in speaking and writing. His 
style was consistently simple, lucid, 
and direct. He ‘permitted himself 
none .of the tricks, and had almost 
none of the mannerisma,.of the habit- 
ual public speaker. From these his 
intense sincerity and his absorption 
in his theme saved him.

We have gotten far enough along 
toward general business prosperity for 
the financial community to feel called 
upon to take count of the problems 
which this prosperity brings with it.

drick report was a good illustration of 
“beating about the bush.” Mr, Ken- 
drick reported that the Rock Island 
needed $35,000,000 for betterment work 
in the next five years. These figures 
did not include any of the many capital 
requirements of the next five yéars, 
and it wes argued that all of the truth 
should have been told for the benefit 
of the stockholders, These capital re- 
quirements. alone in this period amount 
to more than $31,500,000., which, added 
to the $35,000,000 for nhysical needs, 
make a total of $66,500,000 which must 
be raised. There are notes of $11,600,- 
000 which must be met by Feb, 1, 1916. 
The receivers’ certificates amount to 
$4,494,000, The equipment principal pay- 
ments for 1916 te 1920, plus the cost of 
4,000 box cars which have been ordered 
by the Receiver, amount to $10,920,000, 
In addition, the principal payments on 
mortgages in these years amount to 
$22,482,000, 

There is a provision in the indenture 
of the first and refunding 
of the Rock Island for this last in- 
debtedness.
